HE Visiting Committee, (with the exception of Brother Prcx,) 
Tv appointed by the Board of the Hamilton Beptist Missionary Soci- 
ety, for the quarterly inspection of the Indian School at Oneida, submit 
the following, as the Rerort of their first visit. 

Your Committee met the Oneida School on the 7th of March, and 
were much gratified with the flourishing state in which they found it. 
On that day there were twenty-seven scholars; more than two-thirds 
of whom were writing on slates, and the remainder were making letters 
insand. Their attention and progress were highly gratifying. A boy 
eighteen years old, and a girl fifteen, who had been at the School~but 
two days, would form letters in sand very similar to the copy. The 
boy in two days learnt the whole of the alphabet, both capitals, and 
small letters. A number performed well in spelling words of five, and 
six letters ; others, in shorter words. The greatest part of the School 
had advanced in reading, beyond words of two letters. 

Your Committee were highly gratified to find the School, by the pru- 
dent and faithful labors of Brother Powe xt, well organized, and opera- 
ting systematically upon the Lancasterian plan ; and also to find that the 
Indians are becoming more and more pleased with it. Under the guitd- 
ance of that Providence, which has hitherto directed your endeavors to 
this object, the School promises no inconsiderable benefit to this be- 
nighted, dissipted and miserable tribe. 

Ir is presumed, this important institution will not fail of an increasing 
patronage, and share, with other benevolent objects, a liberal support.

REPORT 


Of the Board of the Hamizton Baptist Mrsstonary Society, presented 
to the Society at their Annual Meeting. 
Dear BRETHREN, | 

THE time having arrived, in which it becomes the duty of this Board, 
to render to the Society an account of their proceedings the year past, 
submit the following REPORT :— 

IMMEDIATELY upon their appointment, they appointed Missionaries to 
visit several destitute places: From whom they have received the fol- 
lowing returns. 

From Elder Samuel Churchill, an account of eight weeks—spent in 
the counties of Franklin and Essex, and parts adjacent. It appears, 
that in the field of his labors he was instrumental in healing some diffi- 
culties, and of animating arid comforting the children of God:—T hat in. 
the town of Essex, where he resides, a reformation has taken place, in 
which thirty-four persons have been added to the church by baptism. 

Elder Richard H. Benedict spent eight weeks in the vicinity of the 
Oneida and Ontario lakes: preached forty-seven sermons, and baptized 
one person. 

Elders P. P. Roots and Dyer D. Ransom, were employed two weeks 
in parts adjacent to the Oneida Lake. 

Elder Azariah Hanks spent twelve weeks in the state of Ohio.— 
Preached eighty-six sermons, and baptized five persons. 

Elder Roswell Beckwith, performed a mission of twenty-five days in 
the counties of Oneida and Oswego. 

Elder Nathan Baker performed a tour of three weeks, in which he 
visited Tonawanta with Elder Lawton. He also preached in several 
towns on the Holland Purchase, and in the counties of Ontario and On- 
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ondaga. He likewise spent four weeks in the counties of Oneida, On- 
ondaga and Oswego. 

Elder Nathaniel J. Gilbert labored seven weeks and five days, chiefly 
on the Holland Purchase. He informs us, ‘“‘ That at Mud-Creek the 
Lord has poured out his Spirit on a school and neighborhood, and nam- 
bers have been called to realize their election of God.’’—That ‘‘ At 
Concord the Lord has of late poured out of his Spirit, and a church 
has arisen.”’"——That ‘* At Bethany the Lord has displayed his pardoning 
love, anda church has been organized ; and the prospects are pleasing.”’ 
That ‘* In Warsaw, God has shone upon his people with the rays of 
divine mercy ; and the little church, which was in a low condition, has 
broken forth on the right hand and left.”,-—And that ‘‘ Gainsville too, 
hath been retreshed by the out-pouring of the divine Spirit, and a con- 
siderable number have become the subjects of saving grace.” 

In the course of his mission he preached fifty-seven sermons, and 
baptized five persons. 

Elder Samuel Gilbert made a return of fifty-four days, spent in the 
service of the Society on the Holland Purchase. In which time he 
preached forty-two sermons, and baptized three persons. During part 
of the time his health was such as prevented him from preaching. 

Elder Rufus Freeman was employed twelve weeks, in the state of 
Ohio. He gives a very pleasing account of the rich displays of Divine 
mercy in that state. 

Elder John Lawton was appointed as an agent with Elder Baker, to 
visit the Tonawanta Indians, to endeavor to obtain an opening for a 
Schoo] among the natives. Accordingly, he, with Elder Baker, on the 
30th of June, 1820, visited the tribe, and had an interview with Little 
Beard, one of their principal chiefs. In conversation with him they 
learned, that although there was a large party in the nation who were 
desirous of having a School, and a Missionary among them, yet as a 
majority of their chiefs and people were opposed to the measure, it 
could not be obtained as yet. 

Brother Lawton then proceeded to Cattaraugus, where he had an in- 
terview with one of their chiefs, by the name of Chief Crow. From 
him he learned, that after a severe struggle, the chiefs and people had 
agreed to have a School among them: but that the Society of Friends 
had agreed to supply them with a teacher, as soon as they should build 
a school-house. 

He then returned, and on Cayuga creek, in the town of Clarence, 
baptized one person ; and organized a Female Society, auxiliary to the 
Hamilton Baptist Missionary Society.—In the town of Barre, he left a 
Constitution for a Female Society.—At Freeport, Ontario county, he 
assisted in forming another Female Society, and left a subscription for 
rn — of the Indian School. He was employed seven weeks and 

ve days. 

Elder Solomon Johnson was employed twelve weeks in the counties 
of St. Lawrence and Franklin. His communication contains pleasing 
and interesting information. He was indefatigable in his labors. In the 


course of his missionary tour he preached one hundred and three ser- 
mons. | 
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Brother Allen Breed spent two weeks in the service of the Board, 
near the Oneida Lake. 

Elder Jonathan Ferris performed a tour of three weeks in the county 

of Steuben. 

Returns have been received of ninety-four weeks and four days sey. 
vice for the Society the year past. 

From an examination of the Returns of the aforesaid Missionaries, jt 
appears that they have discharged their duties in a faithful and prudent 
manner; highly acceptable to the people among whom they labored, and 
satisiactorily to the Board. In many instances their labors have been 
erowned with the blessing of God, which forms a fresh stimulus to re. 
newed exertion in this glorious cause ; and may we be more zealously 
engaged to diffuse light ‘and knowledge to those who are destitute. 

At their Meeting in May, 1820, the Board resolved to continue thei 
exertions for Indian reform in this region of country. To this result 
they were directed by the openings of Providence, and assurances from 
the General Convention, held at Philadelphia, of their interest in the 
measure, and their resolution to aid in the important work, if requested. 

The Board resolved to open a School among the Oneida Indians, as 
soon as practicable, and chose a Committee, consisting ot Elders Nathe- 
gel Kendrick, Obed Warren, John Peck, Nathan Peck, Nathaniel Cole, 
Frederick Freeman and Nathan Baker, to carry the aforesaid resolution 
into effect. 

At the Meeting of the Board in Cazenovia, December 12, 1820, the 
Committee reported their proceedings. By which it appears, that ‘they 
have erected a school house on the public square at Oneida Castle, 
twenty feet by thirtv, which cost two hundred and twenty-nine dollars 
and fifteen cents. T hey had likewise purchased a house and lot of land 
for the teacher. The house cost two hundred and twenty-live dollars, 
and the lot ninety dollars. ‘They had also selected Elder Robert Powell, 
as a teacher, who had removed to take charge of the School, which was 
to be taught upon the Lancasterian plan. 

she School went into operation December 4, 1820. By a letter 

from the ‘Teacher to the Secretary, dated January 19, 1921. it appears. 
that the School is in prosperous circumstances ; the number of pupils 
were about forty: twenty-five was the greatest number that have atten- 
ded in any one day, on account of their want of clothing, and the seve- 
rity of the weather. ‘The Indians appear to be much pleased with the 
School. Lhe progress made by the children in learning is truly flatter- 
ing. 

‘There is now connected with this Society forty-five Female, and three 
Juvenile Societies. This enlargement appears to be in same measure 
awing to the blessing of God, on the exertions of Elders John Peck and 
Alfred Bennet, who had been appointed Agents to visit Societies already 
formed, and organize new ones auxihary to this Society. 

As it respects the Macazine establishment, the Board appointed a 
Commuttee to audit the General Agent’s Books. Their Report is here 
subjoined.

' ‘IT is to be regretted, that the embarrassments of a circulating 
_ medium have retarded the means, on which the enlargement of our Mis- 
 slonary operations in foreign regions, very much depends. While our 
_ Home Mission may be supported with the produce and manufactures of 
_ our own country, the expenses of our Foreign Missions must be met 
' with cash. The extreme scarcity of this article has deprived numbers 
_ the year past of performing their engagements to aid the funds, and in- 
duced others to withdraw their names from the Institution. 

The amount received since the last Annual Meeting, is eighty-two 
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© dollars and thirty-one cents. During the last yeartwo hundred and 


3 eleven dollars have been transmitted to the general fund for Foreign 
Missions ; and the following sums paid to defray the expenses of your 
Delegates to the General Convention, held at Philadelphia in May last ; 
hamely, to Elder Joun Peck, forty-two dollars ; and to Elder Joex W. 
Ciark, thitteen dollars. The treasury has sustained a loss on small 
and depreciated bills, of five dollars and fifty cents, leaving now in the 
treasury the sum of one hundred and seventy-six dollars and sixty-six 
cents, as you will observe by the Treasurer’s Report. 
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It is to be hoped, that no relaxation of Missionary ardor will be ip. 
dulged, while Gop is opening the most effectual doors in different parts,

Extract of a Letter from Mrs. Judson to a female Friend-in Waterville, 
f Rancoon, March 7th, 1820. 
My dear Mrs. Ter 
I nave been hesitating for a few days past, whether to write you by 
this opportunity or not, but my inclination has finally decided in favor of 
writing. 
00 As Mr. Judson has written to the Board an account of his expedition to 
25 Ava, his object in going, and the distressing result, it is unnecessary for 
0) me to write any thing on this subject. During his and brother Colman’s 
80 absence, my dear Mrs. Colman and myself lived in town, in as retired a 
0) manner as possible, never went out except now and then to the mission- 
00 house. We were greatly surprised when a servant informed us that 
00 # our husbands had arrived after an absence of only two months, when we 
0) #% expected them to be absent at least four or five. My heart sickened, 
00 7 when Mr. J. informed me, that not the least teleration from the king 
00 # could be obtained, that we could no longer prosecute our work in a 
25 [7% public manner, and that he and brother C. had come to the conclusion 
7) #% to leave Rangoon and go and labor among the Arrakanese, who live on 
25 J the borders of the’ Burman dominions, and speak a language similar to 
0 # the Burman. Ifelt I ought to be reconciled to the dealings of Provi- 
- dence, and go where the path of duty should lead, yet my thoughts in- 
| #% stantly reverted to the women I had been so long in the habit of instruc- 
~ @ ting, and the little children living on our premises, some of whom have 
_ lived there ever since our first arrival in the country; we immediately 
_ removed to the mission house, and began to make preparation for the 
) _ disposal of our goods and mission property, We expected to find the 
: F three disciples, who had accompanied the brethren to Ava, disheartened 
_ and discouraged, and almost ready to apostatize from their profession. 
_— But what was our surprise and joy, when in four days after their arri- 
' val, two of them came into our room, and with an earnestness never 
} —@ before manifested, requested us to stay with them a few months lon- 


= ger! 

Moung Kyaa, a name which will be dear to the Burman church in fu- 
ture generations, plead the cause of the perishing souls around with an 
eloquence foreign to himself, and which would have honored the most 
enlightened. christian. He is naturally bashful and timid, and has hith- 
erto been remarkable for his taciturnity, seeming rather to desire to lis- 
ten in silence to what others had to tsay, than to express his own views 
and feelings. But he appeared now to feel that he was about to lose his 
all, and that one great exertion must bemade. ‘‘ Teacher, (said he) 
the idea that you are going to leave us, has so deeply impressed and 
distressed my mind, that for three days past, | have been unable to do 
any business, and have entirely confined myselfto my room. My mind 
s hot. 1am not willing you should go. Though the king has giver 
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you no permission to propagate the religion of Christ, he cannot prevent 
its spreading, (a sentiment no Burman ever dared utter before.) What 
will become of those who, having examined this religion, wish to be 
baptised and profess their faith i in Christ ? I am incapable of instructing 
them, or of administering this ordinance.” Mr. J. replied, that if there 
were any seriously inquiring, and who under present circumstances dared 
to examine the religion of Christ, he would not go, however great the 
danger of staying; that he had come to the determination of going only 
because he thought none would dare prosecute their inquiries. Moung 
Kyaa again said, ‘‘ I have been round among all the people who live 
near us, to see if any of them are considering the new religion ; I find 
three who are anxious to be farther instructed. Stay with us at least 
till these have had time to consider, and perhaps they will become the 
disciples of Christ.”’ We were melted into tears, and told him we 
would reconsider whether it was best to go or not. We, in our own minds, 
however, resolved that we would stay with these dear disciples, till we 
were absolutely compelled to leave them. ‘Three or four days after 
this, the three disciples, together with three other Burmans who have 
begun to consider, came up into our room, and again earnestly solicited 
us to stay a little longer. Moung Thah-lah began by saying, ‘‘ Teach- 
er, the circumstance of your being about to leave Rangoon, is a source 


_of sorrow to those who have professed the religion of Christ, and to 


those who are now examming it. Those who may be hereafter convin- 
ced of the truth of the christian religion from reading the sacred wri- 
tings, will have no one to instruct them farther, or to baptize them. 
Since we are thus circumstanced, is it good for you to forsake us ? hes 
work of spreading the gospel in this country, is not yours, is not ours, 
is the work ef God, and when the time arrives for its establishment, 
will surely be established, notwithstanding all opposition.”’ sta 
Kyaa again felt the fire burn, and with much energy and feeling said, 
“* Teacher, make one great exertion, and I will pray, and if we can get 
a little church of ten members, with one who is capable of administer- 
ing the ordinances, then if you feel the necessity of going to another 
place to preach, g0, and we will stay here, and perform the duties oi 
religion, in a still secret way, agreeably to the sacred writings. It 1s 
my opinion, that there will be one raised up among us, who is more 
learned than any of us, and who will be qualified to be our teach- 
er. Though gov ernment difficulties are before us, hell is also be- 
fore us, and those who are really afraid of hell, cannot help embracing 
Christ.”’ ‘* Yes, said Moung - Thah- lah, Christ has taught us not to fear 
those who can kill the body ‘only , but to fear him who can destroy both 
soul and body in hell,’ Moung Nau united with the others, and used 
many arguments in favor of our staying, though he expected to accom- 
pany us. Mr. J. then assured them he had relinquished the idea o! 
leaving them, and was rejoiced at the courage and zeal they manifested. 
This, my dear Mrs. C. was an evening long to be remembered by us. 
Dear brother and sister Colman were with us, and united with us, 0 
wishing that our American friends could witness the happy scene. We 
could see a way now, in which Ged could carry on the work of con- 
verting the Burmans, thoug rh every Missionary should be driven from 
the country. 
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Yes, we now see a vine planted, small indeed, but greén and flour- 
ishing, and doubt not but the same invisible hand which planted-it, will 
water and protect it, cause it to shoot out on every side, till the 
whole country is filled with its branches. The three Burmans, who 
are now enquiring and considering the religion of Christ, live on the 
mission premises. ‘wo of them have been acquainted with us for some 
time; the other has lived with us only two or three months. We fear 
their present seriousness is occasioned more by the frequent exhorta- 
tions of Moung Kyaa, than by the operations of the Holy Spirit. It is, 
however, very encouraging that they even dare to reflect on a religion 
which has virtually been prohibited, and when, should they become real 
christians, they have nothing to expect but afflictions, and perhaps death. 
But if they are really taught by the spirit of God, he will constrain them 
to accept of Christ, notwithstanding the trials which may await them.— 
it is converts of this description that we want; we do not desire those 
of our making, for we feel assured they would not hold_out unto the 
end. We all unite in thinking it best, that brother and sister Colman 
should take passage for Chittagong, where we hope they will be ena- 
bled to establish a mission among the Arrakanese. They would stand 
by us to the last, but we think it our duty to provide a place to which 
we can Hee, when our work is accomplished here. Should we be per- 
mitted to stay here a few months longer, to strengthen and build up the - 
little church, and instruct those who are inquiring, we could then leave 
them under better circumstances, and perhaps less liable to be molested 
by government, than if we were with them. They are not conspicuous 
characters, and might probably be permitted to go on in the performance 
of their religious duties, and even in proselyting others of their own 
standing, without being considered of sufficient consequence to attract 
the notice of government. But should the spirit of God be abundantly 
poured out, and many Burmans be excited to inquire even in the fage 
of opposition, we think we could never leave them. We wish to leave 
it all with God, who has so often appeared for us, when we had given 
up all hope from every other quarter. If he has a work for us to do 
here, he will provide ways and means for our continuance. Or if he 
has some souls to be gathered in from among the Arrakanese thro’ the 
preaching of the gospel in the Burman language, he will cause us to see 
clearly that it is our duty to go. We feel it good to trust in him, en- 
deavoring to perform present duty, and leave it with him to provide for 
the future. In our present situation we often feel the preciousness of 
this passage: ‘* commit thy ways to the Lord, and he will direct thy 
steps.” We are enabled to commit our ways to him, and claim his 
promises to direct us. If we know any thing of our hearts, we have 
but one prevailing wish, to live and die among the Burmans either here, 
or elsewhere, and we feel that no afiliction in this world could equal 
that of being denied this privilege. 

Marcu 10th.—Why is it, my dear Mrs. C. that my heart rejoices 
at the thought of sitting down to write to you? Because I feel 
that we are of one heart, and of one mind; that our sentiments, 
our views, and our eternal prospects are the same.—Because that I 
know that by so doing, I am enhancing your happiness, and per- 
haps by relating to you the merciful dispensations of our heavenly Fa- 
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ther, am the means of engaging you to love and praise him more. We 
continue fixed in our determinations to continue here, at leust for the 
present. It is true we feel dejected at the thought of parting with 
our only remaining missionary associates, and of being left alone again 
in this heathen land, but we feel comforted with the reflection, that we 
are in the path of duty, and have still some remaining with us, who are 
the real friends of Jesus, and who but a short time since were heathen 
idolators. Last evening we had a most interesting conference with the 
disciples and ee Moung Myat-yah (one of the inquirers) ap. 
pears to be under the operations of the Holy Spirit. He remarked, 
that he had never reflected seriously on the religion of Christ, until 
after Mr. J’s. departure for Ava. He farther said that he now believed 
in the existence of the eternal God, and felt assured that he had sent 
his Son to die for sinners, and that according to the sacred writings, if 
he believed in Christ, and become his disciple, he should be delivered 
from the hell he deserved. When he thought of Christ, and reflected 
how much he had suffered for sinners, he felt his heart affectionately 
inclined towards him. But his old mind was continually at work to pre- 
vent his believing this, and he had not been able entirely to overcome 
it. 

Moung Thwa-boo, another inquirer, seemed much in the same state, 
ohly his convictions of sin were not so clear as those of Moung Myat. 
yah. They both regularly attend family worship every evening, when 
they appear very solemn and attentive. We were for some time fear. 
ful that their serious appearance was owing to the zeal of Moung Kyaa 
only, and would wear off in a short time; but on conversing with then, 
we find they have real convictions, have obtained distinct ideas of the 
Christian religion, and we hope will ere long obtain a hope in Christ. 
How singular and merciful are the dispensations of Providence with this 
mission! When we had given up all hope of its continuance, and were 
on the point of leaving, behold an animating scene is opened to our 
view, in which the finger of God is most conspicuous! He has effectu- 
ally taught us, that he can carry on his own work without the aid of the 
monarch of this country, and even without his permission. When we 
reflect on the natural timidity of the Burmans, relative to their govern- 
ment, and the horror they feel of exciting its displeasure, we can as: 
cribe the serious concern of these Burmans, to nothing but the power- 
ful operations of the Holy Spirit. Let the christian world rejoice, that 
the leaven of the gospel has begun to operate in idolatrous Burmah.— 
Let the American Baptists rejoice, that they have been instrumental of 
planting the first christian church in a populous heathen land. Let 
the Board of Missions rejoice, that their energies have not been ex- 
erted in vain, that their liberal sums have not been expend for nought, 
that their Mission to the east has been finally crowned with so much suc- 
¢ess, and the voice of opposition is forever silenced. 

My letter, my dear Mrs. C. is already very long, yet I have much 
more to write. I wish to say something about our three disciples, who 
are respectively useful. Moung Nau the first Burman christian, holds 
out well. We call him Peter, because he is always bold, zealous, and 
daring on every occasion. Yet he is mild and submissive, excessively 
e@ttached tq us and the cause of Christ; would follow us at a moment? 
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warning to the farthest part of the world, and would sacrifice any thing 
to promote the cause of Christ in this country. Moung Kyaa, is natu- 
rally timid and reserved ; but when convinced of duty, is resolute and 
ersevering. He sits in solemn silence, and drinks in the truths of the 
gospel with that eagerness which a hungry soul feels for the bread of 
life. He never expresses his sentiments, but when the case seems pe- 
culiarly to require it ; then he is all zeal, affection and animation. He 
is prudent, yet neglects no opportunity of proselyting. We often hear 
him conversing with Moung Myat-yah, and Moung Shwa-boo, and we 
trust his faithful exhortations will not be in- vain. Moung Thah-lah 
in points of learning and talents, is superior to either of the others. 
He is of quick’ apprehension, and remarkable for his aptness in 
quoting and applying passages of scripture. He has been much more 
engaged in religion of late, than formerly: and is of great use in in- 
structing those who are inquiring. My poor stupid women are much in 
the same state as when I last wrote. None yet give evidence of being 
real christians. Mah Bike continues to be somewhat anxious, though 

not so much alarmed as formerly.

INTERESTING LETTER FROM REV. MR. JUDSON TO DR. BALDWIN. 


Rangoon, July 19th, 1820. 
Rev. and Dear Sir, 


I wrote you March 16th, in reply to yours of June, 1819, since. 
which I have received yours of April 5th, and 28th of the same year. 
My last gave you some account of our affairs to the time of brother Col- 
man’s departure. Soon after that event, Mrs. Judson was taken with 
the liver complaint. The symptoms were at first slight ; but they grad- 
ually became more dangerous and alarming ; and notwithstanding two 
courses of salivation and repeated blistering, the disorder continued to 
gain ground, until she was unable to leave the couch, or walk across 
the room, without bringing on violent pain. Under such circumstances, 
I determined to accompany her to Bengal, partly for the sake of the 
voyage, which is commonly beneficial in this disorder, and partly to pro- 
cure medical assistance, of which we are perfectly destitute in Rangoon. 
She continued to get worse, till about ten days ago, when we succeeded 
in raising a very large blister on her side, which seems to have brought 
her some relief. This we regard as a very merciful dispensation, as it 
enables her to prepare for the voyage, and get on board ship, with more 
facility and ease, than we had anticipated. 

Never did I feel more unwilling to leavé Rangoon, nor was the mis- 
sion ever in more interesting circumstances, than at the present time. 
Since our return from Ava, I have not ventured to make the least pub- 
Jic movement ; but confined myself at home, holding private worship, 
translating the scriptures, and conversing with those who visited me, 
The Spirit of God has, however, continued operating and carrying on 
the work, which begun before we went up to Ava, at which time, we 
had baptized three. : | 
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On the 25th of April, I baptized Moung Shwa-ba, who was approved 
before brother Colman left us ; on the 4th of June, two other men; op 
the 16th, two others ; and, to crown the whole, on yesterday evening, 
the distinguished teacher Moung Shwa-Gnong, of whom you have heard 
so much, and Mah Men-la, the first female disciple—a woman of very 
superior abilities, and great influence among her extensive acquaintance, 
There are some others, of whose conversion we are pretty well satis. 
fied ; but they are still in the predicament of timid Nicodemus. All the 
ten baptized disciples give satisfactiory evidence of being true converts, 
Those of the longest standing are evidently growing christians. Some 
of them take the lead in prayer meetings, with great propriety ; and 
nearly all of them have made some attempt at this exercise before the 
church. A good degree of christian affection prevails among them all ; 
the appearance of which Moung Shwa-Gnong says, convinced him, more 
than any thing else, of the divine origin and efficacy of the christian re- 
ligion. The proofs of their attatchment to us are really too numerous 
to be detailed. Even at this moment, the house is full of people, be- 
wailing our departure, and begging us to return soon,—most of whom 
have never received, and have no prospect of ever receiving trom us 
any temporal advantage whatever. 

We are just going on board the ship. [I leave this letter to be for- 
warded by another opportunity, that you may get some intelligence o! 
us, in case we are lost at sea. It is hardly necessary to add, that what- 
ever may be the event of the present voyage, in regard to Mrs. Judson’s 
health, it is my intention to return hither as soon as possible.

(ir The preceding Letter will be read by all the friends of evangelical 
missions, with pleasure and gratitude. Their joy in the Lord will be 
greatly increased, while their prayers will become more fervent and an- 
«mated. ‘‘ Ask of me, and I will give thee the heathen for thine in- 
heritance, and the uttermost parts of the earth for thy possession.” 
Is it not evident that the Saviour is now asking, through the prayers of 
his church, that the heathen may be given to hii for an inheritance ? 
Who will not adore the riches of grace manifested in the conversion of 
so many of the idolatrous Burmans! We humbly trust these may be 
considered only as the “first fruits,” Let us pray, without ceasing, for 


a@ more extensive harvest. 


By another Letter received from Mr. Judson, dated Serampore, Sept. 7, 
1820, we learn, that Mrs. Judson’s health had considerably improved 
since her arrival in Bengal, but not sufficiently restored to justify her 
return to Rangoon at present. Mr. Judson was preparing to return 
by the first opportunity. Nothing in either of his Letters is mentioned 
of a war in any part of the Burman dominions, or with any of the 

neighboring powers. [ Editors.

CONTINUATION OF EXTRACTS FROM MR. JUDSON’S JOURNAL. 


[Concluded from Page 148.] 


Marcu 27th.—Brother and sister Colman took leave of us, and em- 
parked for Bengal. 

Marcu 28th.—We have converted one of the rooms lately occupied 
by brother Colman into a sort of chapel for evening worship, and con- 
yersation with those of the disciples and inquirers that live on the mis- 
sion premises, and for stated worship on Lord’s Day ; thus finally aban- 
doning the zayat, where, since our return from Ava, we have had wor- 
ship on Lord’s Day, with closed doors. ‘The little chapel we call the 
new zayat. May its blessings prevail above the blessings of its pro- 
genitor. 

Aprit Ist.—In the evning we had a final conversation with Moung 
Shwa-ba, and became fully satisfied with the evidences of his conver- 
sion. We therefore expressed our willingness to receive him into 
church fellowship, and I announced to him my intention of baptizing 
him to-morrow, on which he expressed his gratitude and joy. 

Aprix 2d, Lord’s Day.—At night after dark, we went privately to the 
accustomed pond, and baptized the new disciple. Afterwards, sat down 
to the table of the Lord—two foreign and four native communicants. 
Three inquirers were admitted to be spectators. 

Aprit 11th.—A visit from Oo Yan, accompanied by two of his friends, 
who have been before. Long conversation on topics of the christian 
religion. ll 

Aprit 14th.—The women, mentioned March 26th, spent most of the 
day with Mrs. J. They regularly visit about once a week. I mention the 
visit of to-day, because it has afforded pretty satisfactory evidence, the 
principal one of the company, by name Mah Man-la, has experienced 
divine grace. Her husband is one of the visiters, who came with Oo 
Yan, on the 11th. 

Aprix 15th.--Moung Shwa-ba has for some days been talking of a visit 
to Shwa-doung, his native place, to communicate the treasure which he 
has found, to his numerous relations and friends. This evening, after 
expressing his desires, he said, it had occurred to him, that it might be 
proper to ask permission or license so to do. Not that he aspired to 
set up as a teacher, far from that. but he wanted to feel, that, in commu- 
nicating the gospel, he was proceeding in a regular authorized manner. 
He thought, that if two or three disciples could be raised in each of 
the Jarge towns, it would much facilitate our operations. He was sure, 
that at least one in ten of his relations and friends, on hearing his story, 
could not help embracing the new religion. I secretly exulted at hear- 
ing his proposal, so evidently the result of christian principle, and ex- 
horted him te constant self-examination and prayer, as the means of dis- 
covering his own duty and the Divine will. 

_ Apri, 16th, Lord’s Day.—Early in the morning, the teacher Moung 
Shwa-gnong came in, after an absence of just a month. He was soon 
followed by Oo Yan and his two friends. They spent the whole day 
with me : all appear hopeful. The teacher remained as usual, after the 
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others had left, and thereby afforded me an opportunity for private 
conversation. _ He admitted that all his objections to positive com. 
mands were removed ; and that it was his desire to be a full disciple . 
but when urged closely on the subject, he intimated that his wife and 
friends were opposed to his taking any decided step ; and that if he did, 
he was, moreover, exposed to imminent danger of persecution and 
death. He mentioned these things with so much feeling, and such eyj- 
dent consciousness of simple weakness, as completely disarmed me,— 
My heart was wrung with pity. I sincerely sympathized with him, in 
his evident mental trials. I could not deny the truth of what he San ; 
but gently hinted, as thy day is thy strength shall be, and proposed the 
example of the apostles and martyrs, the glory of suffering for Christ, 
&c. But the thought of the iron maul, and a secret suspicion, that if | 
was in his circumstances I should perhaps have no more courage, re- 
strained my tongue. We parted with much solemnity, understanding 
one another better than ever before. I shall not probably see him again 
very soon, for it is too dangerous for a man of his distinction to be 
seen coming frequently to the mission house. 

Arprit 20th.—Mah Men-la and her friends have been with Mrs. J. all 
day. She gives increasing evidence of being a real disciple ; but is ex: 
tremely timid, through fear of persecution. One of her remarks de- 
serves notice, as a natural expression of true christian feeling. I am 
surprised, said she, to find this religion has such an effect on my mind, 
as to make me love the disciples of Christ more than my dearest natu- 
ral relations. She is a woman of very superior discernment and mental 
energy. One of the women who has frequently accompanied her in her 
visits, met with a tract at old Pegu, about six weeks ago, and came all 
the way to Rangoon, chiefly, she says, on that account. 

This day | have finished the translation of the epistle to the Ephe- 
sians, begun before | went to Ava, but intermitted on account of the 
weakness of my eyes. It is with real joy that I put this precious wri- 
ting into the hands of the disciples. It is a great accession to their 
scanty stock of scripture, for they have had nothing hitherto but Mat- 
thew. Intend to give them Acts, as fast as my eyes will allow. 

Aprit 30th, Lord’s Day.—One of the busiest days I have ever spent. 
Not a multitude of visitants as formerly. That we cannot expect in 
present circumstances. But beside the usual evening assembly, there 
were eight or ten present at worship, some of whom were with me 
from nine in the morning till ten at night. Mah Men-la and her compa- 
ny were with Mrs. J. who, by the way, has had a serious attack of the 
liver complaint, for a fortnight past, and is now in a course of saliva- 
tion. ; 

Oo Yan, after having searched out all their difficult points of religion, 
came to day to the ne plus ultra—How are sin and eternal misery re- 
concileable with the character of an infinitely holy, wise, and powerful 
God? He at length obtained such satisfaction, that he could not restrain 
laughing from pure mental delight, and kept recurring to the subject, 
and repeating my remarks to those around him. He was accompanied, 
as usual, by his two friends, Moung Thah-a and Moung Myat-lah, hus- 
band of Mah Men-la. With these came also one Moung Yo, a disciple 
ef Moung Shwa-gnong, a poor man but a sharp reasoner. He was oF 
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pretended to be on the semi-atheistic plan. (See March 10th.) After 
ascertaining his precise ground, I used an argument, which, in a late 
combat with Oo Yan, I found quite invincible. It is simply this ; ‘‘ No 
mind, no wisdom—temporary mind, temporary wisdom—eternal mind, 
eternal wisdom.’’ Now as all the semi-atheists firmly believe in eter- 
nal wisdom, this concise statement sweeps with irresistible sway, 
through the very joints and marrow of their system. And though it 
may seem rather simple and inconclusive to one unacquainted with Bur- 
man reasoning, its effectis uniformly decisive. No sooner is this short 
sentence uttered, than one significantly nods his head, as if to say, there 
you have it. Another cries out to the opponent, you are undone, de- 
stroyed. Another says, talk about wisdom; where else will you find 
it? The disputant himself, who was perhaps preparing a learned speech 
about the excellence and efficacy and eternity of wisdom, quite discon- 
certed by this unexpected onset, sits looking at the wreck of his system, 
and wondering at the simple means which has spread such ruin around 
him ; presently he looks up (for the Burmans are frequently candid) 
and says, your words are very appropriate. And perhaps his next 
question is, How can I become a disciple of the God you worship ?— 
All the visiters to-day, and indeed all the semi-atheists, are despisers 
of Gaudama, and the established religion of the land. Moung Shwa- 
Gnong has disseminated this heresy in Rangoon, for severdaf years; but 
since he has become acquainted with us, he frequently tells his ad- 
herents, I know nothing; if you want true wisdom, go to the foreign 
teacher, and there you will find it. I have reason to believe, that 
this heresy is not confined to Rangoon, but is taking root in various 
parts of the country, and preparing the way for the Christian religion. 
O for toleration—a little toleration. We will be content to baptize in 
the night, and hold worship in private ; but we do pray that we may 
not be utterly banished from the land ; that we may not be cut up root 
and branch. O that these poor souls, who are groping in the dark, 
feeling after the truth, may have time and opportunities to find the pre- 
cious treasure, which will enrich them for evermore. We are all look- 
ing with anxiety towards the golden feet. Our vice-roy, Moung Shwa- 
tha, has gone thither on a visit; and it is doubtful, whether he will re- 
turn, or his rival Mya-day-men. If the latter, there is some reason to 
hope that we shall keep footing in Rangoon, at least during his adminis- 
tration. 

May 5th.—Another visit from Moung Myat-lah and his wife, which 
has afforded us good reason to hope, that he also has become a true be- 
liever. His wife appears the same as usual. They are both gainin 
courage in regard to an open profession of the christian religion, and 
begin to wonder at the backwardness of their former oracle, Moung 
Shwa-Gnong. 4 

May 8th.—Moung Thab-a, the friend of Moung Myat-lah, has spent 
most of the day with me, and given equally good evidence of being a 
true disciple. He was formerly an officer under government, and amas- 
sed considerable property, which he mostly spent in building pagodas 
and making offerings. But he obtained no satisfaction, found no festing 
place for his soul, until he became acquainted with the religion of Je- 
sus. He now rests.in this religion, with conscious security~-believet 
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and loves all that he hears of it—and prays that he may become fully a 
true disciple of the Saviour. ' 

Both of these men are respectable householders, rather above the 
middling class. They live in a little village called Nan-dau-gong, about 
half a mile from the mission house. Moung Mvat-lah, has a large fam. 
ily ; but Moung Thah-a has none; and were it not for an aged mother 
who depends on him, he would follow me, he says, throughout the 
world. 

May 12th.—The three visiters from Nan-dau-gong have been with us 
part of the day. One characteristic trait in these people is a particular 
love for the scriptures. They almost quarrel with one another, for the 
only copy of the Ephesians, which I have given them, and I therefore 
determine to spare them another, as soon as it is done. They say, that 
the translation of this epistle is plainer and more easily understood, than 
that of Matthew, which is very encouraging to me, as I made it, without 
the assistance of any person, not even a Burman teacher. My old 
teacher went to Ava, some months ago; and I am now afraid to employ 
another, lest he should become too well acquainted with the disciples 
and inquirers, and betray them to government. 

May 14th, Lord’s Day.—A very busy day with the Nan-dau-gong vis- 
iters, and the usual evening assembly. 

May 18th.—Mah Myat-la and Mah Doke, who have frequently ac- 
companied their relation, Mah-Men-la, came to day by themselves.— 
They appear to be under solemn religious impressions, sensible of their 
sin and danger, and anxious to obtain an interest in the Saviour; but are 
yet unenlightened, in regard to the way. Mah Baik also, sister of 
Moung Thah-lah, who formerly afforded us some encouragement, but 
afterwards fell off, has recommenced visiting us. We hope, that during 
several months confinement, she has not in vain meditated on the truths 
she formerly heard. She says, that her mind is changed, that she loves 
the Saviour, and trusts in him atone for salvation from sin and hell, 
and desires to become his disciple in full, by receiving baptism.-— 
Her husband, Moung Noyodwa, and Moung Thah-yah, another residept 
in our yard, whom, I| think, I have not yet mentioned, are constant at- 
tendants on evening worship, and seem to be making slow advances in 
the knowledge and love of divine truth, Moug Shwaba, the last bapti- 
zed, begins to appear to great advantage—has very correct ideas of 
the gospel system—and communicates truth to the inquirers, with much 
feeling and animation. In zeal for the extension of the Redeemer’s 
kingdom, he surpasses the older disciples. This is the man, who, from 
not knowing that there was such a being in the universe as a God, became 
a speculative believer, a hopeful recipient of grace, and a candidate for 
baptism, all in the space of three days. Some of the above-mentioned 
have, on the contrary, been several months in making similar attain- 
ments, and are yet found wanting. ‘Thus diverse are the operations of 
the Holy Spirit. 

May 22d.—Spent several pleasant hours, with some of the Nan-dau- 
gong people. Mih Menla ventures at last to request baptism, but wishes 
to wait a little to see whether her husband and some of her friends will 
not join her. ! 

May 23d.—A visit from the doctor Oo Yan, after a long interval.— 
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He appears to be fully convinced of the truth of the Christian religion, 
and of his own dark and sinful state. He compares himself to a person 
who rejoices, at intervals, in the light of a glow-worm, but finds, alas, 
that it is but momentary. He was accompanied by Moung Myat-lah, 
who appears almost decided. Says he is going to visit his former teach- 
er, Moung Shwa-gnong, and persuade him to join the Nan-dau-gong 
company, in receiving baptism. 

May 26th.—A visit from Moung Shwa-gnong. He seems to have 
made no advance, in any respect, since his last visit. 

May 28th, Lord’s Day.—A considerable company at worship. After 
worship, had a difficult discussion with Oo Yan, on the reconcileable- 
ness of the divine veracity with the doctrine of vicarious atonement. 

In the evening, Moung Myat-yah (mentioned March 26th) and Moung 
Thah-yah requested baptism. The former has given satisfactory evi- 
dence for some time. The latter has been constant in attending on the 
means, and appeared somewhat hopeful; but we did not expect that he 
would come forward so soon. , 

May 29th.-- sJoung Thah-yah has been greatly distressed, since he 
found that he doubted the reality of his conversion. He appears to be 
really in earnest, and his conversation this evening constrains us to be- 
lieve that he is the subject of true christian exercises. 

June 3d.-—Another visit from Moung Shwa-gnong more encouraging 
than the last. He was accompanied by several of the inquirers. Mah 
Myat-la and Mah Doke give some evidence of being subjects of a work 
of grace. In the evening, determined to receive Moung Myat-yah and 
Moung Thah-yah into church fellowship. 

June 4th, Lord’s Day.—All the visiters of yesterday, and some others 
present at worship. In the evening, administered baptism to the twe 
new disciples. 

June 16th.—Received letters from Bengal. News from Bombay, 
that a Mahometan has professed the gospel, and from Java, that brother 
Robinson has baptized the first Chinese convert. Thus there seems to 
be a beginning in ‘several very important stations. May the little one 
become a thousand. Rejoiced to hear, that brother Colman had safely 
arrived at Bengal, and embarked in a boat for Chittagong, and that thus 
far he had not met with any molestation or interruption from the police. 
May he get a a footing in Chittagong, for every thing here, in regard to 
toleration, grows darker. 

June 25th, Lord’s Day.—Had an interview with the principal one of 
the Nan-dau-gong visiters, from which I conclude, that they are far 
from daring to profess the christian religion, though I feel satisfied that 
they have received it in their hearts. 

The Man-gen teacher has returned from Ava with fresh eclat, and 
recommenced his ecclesiastical operations. He came down, under the 
special patronage of the new Pia-woon or vice-governor of the place. 
It is the prevailing report, that no viceroy will be sent down, until the 
emperor is nearly ready to march in person, to conduct the Siamese 


war; and that, at any rate, the old viceroy, Mya-day-men, from whom © 


we hoped to receive some protection, will be detained at Ava. 
June 27th.—Mrs. J. after having been through two courses of saliva- 


tion for the liver complaint, at length despairs of recovering, without 
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some proper medical assistance. For a few days, we have hoped, that 
she would get some relief from the various applications which are made, 
though at the expense of an almost total exhaustion of strength; but 
this morning, to our utter disappointment, the disorder has returned 
with increased violence ; and her constitution appears to be rapidly 
failing. I have intended, for some time past, to send her alone to Ben- 
gal; but she has become too weak, and the present circumstances of 
the complaint are too alarming, to allow such a measure, and I have, 
therefore, though with great reluctance of mind, concluded to accom. 
pany her to Bengal. We have a special inducement to embrace the 
opportunity afforded us by the ship which lately brought our letters, 
since, if we reject this, we shall have to wait several months for anoth. 
er opportunity, during which time, Mrs. J. will, in al! probability, be 
placed beyond the reach of medical assistance. 

Jury 9th, Lord’s Day.—Moung Nyo-dwa and Moung Gway request 
baptism. We have had a good hope of the former for some time. With 
the latter we are very slightly acquainted, though he has been a con. 
stant attendant on evening worship, for nearly two months. This appli- 
cation, however, is approved by some of the most discerning in the 
church. The Nan-dau-gong people hope that they shall get grace and 
courage enough to profess the christian religion, by the time I return 
from Bengal. 

Jury 15th.—Have been very busy all the past week in getting ready 
for the voyage. In procuring a government passport, received essen- 
tial assistance from Mr. Sansago, (a Spaniard,) the present collector oj 
the port, and one of the chief magistrates of the place during the ab- 
sence of the viceroy. He has also promised to protect the people 
whom we leave on the mission premises. 

Jury 16th, Lord’s Day.—A few days ago, we concluded to receive 
the two new applicants for baptism; but I thought it most prudent 
(partly by way of trying their sincerity),to send them a message, sug- 
gesting, that since I was greatly occupied in getting ready for sea, and 
since one of them was not so well acquainted with the doctrines of re- 
ligion, as was desirable, it might be better to defer their baptism till my 
return. 

This morning they came up in much trouble. They stated, that as 
they had fully embraced the christian religion in their hearts, they could 
not remain easy without being baptized, according to the command of 
Christ; that no man could tell whether I should ever return or not ; 
and that it was their earnest petition, that if I could possibly find time, 
and thought them worthy of the ordinance, I would administer it to 
them befure I went away. They did not wish me to go out to the usual 
place, as that was at some distance, but would be baptized in a small 
pond near the mission house. Moung Gway said, that though he was 
very ignorant, he knew enough of this religion to love it sincerely, and 
to trust in Christ for salvation from all sins. I re-examined them both, 
stated to them the great danger of professing a foreign religion, &c. and 
on their urging their request, told them I would baptize them in the 
evening. 

Was obliged to be out all the afternoon, getting our things aboard the 
ship, as we expect to move down the river to-morrow morning. At 
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night baptized the two new disciples, after which we all partook of the 
Lord’s supper for the last time. 
June 17th.—Ship to be detained two days. Inthe forenoon, the 
teacher Moung Shwa-gnong came in. I received him with some re- 
serve ; but soon found that he had not staid away so long from choice 
having been ill with a fever for some time, and occupied also with the 
illness of his family and adherents. He gradually wore away my re- 
serve ; and we had not been together two hours, before I felt more 
satisfied than ever, from his account of his mental trials, his struggles 
with sin, his strivings to be holy, his penitence, his faith, his exercises 
in secret prayer, that he is a subject of the special operation of the 
Holy Spirit, that he is indeed a true disciple. He staid all day. In the 
afternoon, the five Nan-dau-gong visiters, the doctor Oo Yan, and seve- 
ral others came together, and we had much interesting conversation.— 
Towards the close, Moung Shwa-gnong, as if to bring things to a crisis, 
addressed me thus: ‘‘ My lord teacher, there are now several of us 
present who have long considered this religion. I hope that we are all 
believers in Jesus Christ.”’ I am afraid, replied I, to say that; how- 
ever, it is easily ascertained; and let me begin with you, teacher. I have 
heretofore thought that you fully believed in the eternal God; but I 
have had some doubt whether you fully believed in the Son of Ged, and 
the atonement which he has made. ‘“ I assure you,” he replied, ‘‘ that 
I am as fully persuaded of the latter as of the former.’’ Do you believe 
then, I continued, that none, but the disciples of Christ, will be saved 
from sin and hell? ‘* None but his disciples.’’ How then can you re- 
main, without taking the oath of allegiance to Jesus Christ, and becom: 
ing his full disciple in body and soul? ‘ It is my earnest desire to do 
so, by receiving baptism; and for the very purpose of expressing that 
desire, I have come here to-day.’’ You say, you are desirous of re- 
ceiving baptism, may I ask, when you desire to receive it? ‘‘ At any 
time you will please to give it. Now—this moment, if you please.’* 
Do you wish to receive baptism in public or in private? ‘I will re- 
ceive it, at any time, and in any circumstances, that you please to di- 
rect.”” I then said—teacher, I am satisfied from your conversation this 
forenoon, that you are a true disciple; and I reply, therefore, that I 
am as desirous of giving you baptism, as you are of receiving it. This 
conversation had a great effect on all present. The disciples rejoiced ; 
the rest were astonished ; for though they have long thought that he 
believed the christian religion, they could not think that such a man 
could easily be brought to profess it, and suffer himself to be put under 
the water by a foreigner. I then turned to Moung Thah-a, one of the 
Nan-dau-gong people, who, I hope, is a true believer—Are you willing 
to take the oath of allegiance to Jesus Christ? ‘ If the teacher, Moung 
Shwa-gnong, consents,” replied he, ‘‘ why should I hesitate ?’’ And if 
he does not consent, what then? ‘1 must wait a little longer.’ Stand 
by, said I, you trust in Moung Shwa-gnong, rather than in Jesus Christ. 
You are not worthy of being baptized. Moung Myat-lah, on being sim- 
ilarly interrogated, wished to consider a little longer. Oo Yan was still 
further from committing himself. Of the women present, I interroga- 
ted Mah Men-la only. She had evidently a considerable struggle in her 
mind, probably on account of her husband’s having just declined. At 
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length, she said that if I thought it suitable for her to be baptized, she 
was desirous of receiving the ordinance. I told her, that her reply 
was not satisfactory. I could not consent to baptize any one, who could 
possibly remain easy without being baptized, and then I related the sto. 
ry of the two last disciples ; after which the party broke up. 

In the evening | laid the case of Moung Shwa-gnong before the 
church, and we joyfully agreed to receive him to communion, on his be. 
ing baptized. 

Jury 18th.—In the morning, the teacher again made his appearance ; 
I again asked him whether he preferred being baptized in the day or in 
the evening; and he again left it to my decision: on which I advised 
him to wait till night. He appeared very well through the day—his 
deportment solemn—his conversation spiritual. Just at night | called 
in two or three of the disciples, read the account of the baptism 
of the eunuch, made the prayer, and then proceeded with the teacher 
to the accustomed place, went down into the water and baptized him. 

On my return, I found that Mah Men-la, whom [ had left with Mrs, 
Judson, had gone away. As soon as she saw that the teacher had actu. 
allv gone to be baptized, she exclaimed, *‘ Ah! he has now gone to 
obey the command of Jesus Christ, while I remain without obeying. | 
shall not be able to sleep this night. I must go home and consult my 
husband, and return.’”’ In the evening we again partook of the Lord's 
supper, in consequence of the admission of the teacher, and my expec: 
ted departure on the morrow. We had just finished, when, about nine 
o’clock, Mah Men-la returned, accompanied by two other women 
from her village. She immediately requested to be baptized. The 
disciples present assented without hesitation. I told her that I rejoiced 
to baptize her, having been long satisfied that she had received the 
grace of Christ ; and, it being late, I led her out to the pond, near the 
house, by lantern light, and thus baptized the tenth Burman convert, 
and the first woman. Mah Men-la is fifty-one years old, of most exten- 
sive acquaintance through the place, of much strength of mind, decision 
of character, and consequent influence over others. She is, indeed, 
among women, what Moung Shwa-gnong is among men. 


On returning to the house, she said, Now I have taken the oath of 


allegiance to Jesus Christ, and I have nothing to do but to commit my- 
self, soul and body, into the hands of my Lord, assured that he will 
never suffer me to fall away. Several of the visiters spent the night at 
the mission house. 

Jury 19th.~-In the morning we all met for worship. After I had 
prayed, Moung Thah-lah and Moung Shwa-ba both prayed, with much 
propriety and feeling. In the course of the forenoon, Mah Men-la’s 
husband, and Moung Thah-a, and the doctor, and several others came 
in, so that we had quite a house full. At noon we set out for the river, 
followed by near a hundred people, the women crying aloud, in the 
Burman manner and almost all deeply affected. When we entered the 
boat, I called the teacher and Mah Men-la, and a few others, to go with 
us to the ship, which lay at some distance in the river. The rest re- 
mained on the wharf, bidding us farewell, telling us to come back soon, 
&c. Thus we left the shores of Rangoon. Those who accompanied 
us to the ship, staid an hour or two, and returned. We stood as long 
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on the quarter-deck, looking at them, as the others had stood on the 
' wharf looking at us. 

Jury 20th.—The ship having been unable to move yesterday, on ac- 
count of the anchor’s being foul, the teacher, Moung Shwa-gnong, es- 
pied the masts from his village, and came off in a boat, with his wife and 
another woman. Soon after most of the Nan-dau-gong people came to 
the mission house, and finding that the ship had not dropped down, came 
off, accompanied by several of our own people. We were much grat- 
ified by this fresh proof of their attachment; but the ship got under 
weigh immediately, and they were obliged to leave us for the last time. 

Jury 2ist.—Reached the search village, and passed the customary 
examination. 

Jury 22d.—Continued to move down with the tide. At night, an- 
» 9g chored near the Elephant in full view of the sea. 
| Jury 26th.—We have been obliged to wait till this time on account 
of the threatening appearance of the weather. ‘This morning ventured 
over the bar; the pilot soon after left us, and we find ourselves once 
more launched into the boundless ocean. Mrs. J’s. disorder experien- 
ced a slight abatement about a week before we embarked, in conse- 
quence of our succeeding in raising a very large blister on her side. 
This temporary relief enabled her to prepare for the voyage, and to 
cet on board ship with more ease and facility than we expected. Since, 
however, we have been lying at anchor, the pain has returned as vio- 
lent as ever. Yesterday she was confined to her couch the whole day. 

Avucust 18th.—Early this morning we arrived in Calcutta, and re- 
paired to the house of brother Lawson. 

Mrs. J. has appeared rather better during the voyage; but we fear 
that she has obtained no essential benefit. 

Serampore, Auc. 27th.—Induced by the more healthful climate of 
this place, we removed hither to-day, and found a resting place in the 
house of brother Hough, not far from the mission premises. 

SepTreMBeR 7th.—I am happy to be able to state, at length, that Mrs. 
J. appears to be on the recovery, particularly since our removal to Ser- 
' ampore. Dr. Chalmers, however, who now attends her, does not allow 
her to think of returning to Rangoon for the present. It is, therefore, 
my prevailing intention to leave her under his care, and return myself, 
by the first opportunity; and under this impression, I close the present 
number of the journal, to be forwarded by a ship which is just ready 
to sail for Salem. [Luminary. 
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Serampore. 


Dr. Marshman, ina letter to Mr. Ward, dated, Aug. 16, 1820, writes— 
‘* We have baptized eight persons at Serampore within these four 
months, and one or two more are waiting. The College rises admira- 
bly, and we trust the Lord is with us. At Calcutta he has given us 
prosperity with our dear church.” 
Mr. John Marshman writes to Mr. Ward under the same date ; “‘ The 
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College is rearing its head very rapidly. If you arrive in Februar 
(1821) you willsee the center building, the most important and the 
most expensive, completed. ‘The whole of the three parcels of ground 
are thrown into one compound, which looks like a large plain. The 
whole is surrounded with a range of iron railing 1500 feet in length, 
The building will cost 55,000 rupees, and we have determined to bear 
the whole expense ourselves. We have already advanced 40,000 of 
thissum. ‘The stair case room is 75 by 27; the hall 65 by 90. The 
number of Christian youths in the college exceeds 40, and their progress 
in Shanscrit is very encouraging: The translations are proceeding as 
rapidly as we could expect. If Dr. Carey’s life should be spared ten 
years longer, we shall, [ hope, see nearly the completion of all those he 
has in hand. In Chinese, my father has only the historical books lef 
to complete at press the whole Bible. The health of Dr. Carey and 
my father is very mercifully preserved.’”? Mr. Marshman mentions the 
deaths of two Missionaries, Mr. Pritchett of Vizagapatam and Mr. Schre 
ter. ‘*Mrs. Ward mentions the death of Sarah Robinson, one of two 
‘orphan children brought up by Mrs. Marshman: only three days ago 
died Sarah Robinson, of a bilious fever, which continued for twenty days 
with great violence, and reduced her almost toaskeleton. It baffled all 
the skill of the doctor ; she took nearly 100 grains of calomel. I think 
she had proper views of her state, and trust the Lord heard and an. 
swered her prayers and ours. I was with her almost continually for 
the last nine days, and part of two nights, and was almost overcome 
with anxiety and fatigue. Holodher (a converted brahmin) died about a 
month since of a fever.” 


A LETTER OF THANKS FROM A CONVERTED BURMAN. 


The following letter, both in the original and with the subsequent 
translation, has been forwarded to the Board of Managers of the Baptist 
General Convention, by brother Judson. Who that reads it, can regret 
the attempts that have been made to rescue an idolatrous empire from 
the dominion of ignorance and death ; or rather, we might ask, who 
that reads it, and has a heart that loves the Redeemer, and is concerned 
for the present and immortal welfare of men, can refrain from the pious 
exultation, or withhold his prayers and his labors that the kingdom of 
the Son of God may grow and increase exceedingly ? The exhibitions of 
earthly monarchs avail little when the Spirit of the Lord enlightens the 
understanding, calms the conscience, and sanctifies the conversation of 
men. © that occasions for gratitude, like the present, may multiply 
with every succeeding year ! [ Luminary. 


Breruren all, who live in America! The brethren, who live in 
Burmah, address you. 


We inform you, brethren, that trusting in the grace of the eternal 
God, the divine Spirit, and the excellent Son, the Lord Jesus Christ, we 
remain happy ; and seeing our real state and circumstances, we have 
repentance of soul, and anticipation of the happiness of heaven. 
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God, the sum of all perfection, without beginning, and without end, 
subsists through successive ages; and this world, the earth ahd sky, 
and all things therein, which he has created, are according as he crea- 
ted them. 

God, the creator, is replete with goodness and purity, and is exempt 
from old age, sickness, death and annihilation; and thus, there is noné 
that can compare with him. 

It is contained in the scriptures, that God, in his own nature, unites 
three, the Father, the Son, and the Holy Spirit, and is (yet) mysteri- 
ously one God; that he is in all places, but dwells in heaven, by the 
clearer manifestation of his glory ; that his power and wisdom are unri- 
valled ; and that he enjoys happiness incomprehensible to creatures. 

But the Burmans know not the true God; they know not the trué 
religion ; they worship a false god; they practise a false religion; and 
(thus) they transgress the divine law, and sin against the most estimable 
benefactor. And, therefore, they neither expiate their sins, nor ac- 


quire merit. And by excessively loving themselves and the filth of this- 


world, they love not, nor worship the eternal God, nor believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ ; but regard the good things of this world merely. 

That the Burmans, who know not the way to eternal happiness, might 
become acquainted with it; that they might be renewed, and that they 
escape everlasting punishment, the American teacher Judson, and wife, 
have both come to Burmah, and proclaimed the gospel of the divine 
Son, the Lord Jesus Christ; on which some Burmans have become dis- 
ciples. And on these accounts, the disciple Moung Shwa-ba says, that 
your favor is very great (or he gives you very many thanks.) 

Those, who love divine grace, who believe, who hear and consider 
the gospel, who trust in the Lord Jesus Christ, who repent of their 
sins, attain the state of disciples. And that this religion may spread 
every where, Moung Shwa-ba is making endeavors, and constantly pray- 
ing, to proclaim the gospel. And he prays thus :—O Eternal God, gra- 
ciously grant the favor which I desire. Graciously grant, that I may 
have regard to thy divine will, and be conformed thereto. Be pleased 
to take notice of my supplications, O God. I desire not to seek my own 
profit: I desire constantly to seek the profit of others. Thou art the 
creator of all things; and if thou art pleased to be gracious, O grant, 
that I may be enabled to promote the good of others. Open thou the 
eyes of my mind, and give me light. And when I shall preach in vari- 
ous places, evermore send forth the divine Spirit, that multitudes may 
ae disciples. That thou wilt grant these things, I beseech thee, O 

od. 

The disciple Moung Shwa-ba has composed this writing, and commit- 
ted it to the hand of the teacher; (even) in the Burman year 1182, on 
the 7th of the waxing of the moon Wah-goung, he has written this, and 
deliver it to the teacher and his wife. 

P. S. Brethren, there are, in the country of Burmah; nine persons 
who have become disciples. 





The above is a literal translation of a letter in Burman, which Mowing 
Shwa-ba wrote of his own accord, and handed to me, to be translated 
and forwarded to America. The postscript seems to have been writtém 
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in the interval, between the baptism of the teacher Moung Shwa-gnong, 
and that of Mah Men-la, on the 18th of July last, just before my depar. 
ture from Rangoon.

ENGLISH BAPTIST MISSION TO THE EAST-INDIES, 


xtract of u letter from the Rev. Dr. Carry, dated 


Serampore, April 5, 1820. 
My pear Brotuer STAvcHTON, 


I am ashamed that I have so long neglected writing to you: be assu- 
red, however, that my mind has not been easy under this apparent inat- 
tention, for real itis not. I not only frequently think of you, and cur 
dear brethren in America who are exerting themselves for the promo- 
tion of our Redeemer’s interest in the world, and read the aecounts 
which we ¥eceive from time to time, with great interest, but, I trust, 
also bear you in my heart at the throne of grace. 


Your exertions to send the gospel to the western Indians, quite coin- 
cides with my warmest wishes. That is a field which must be exclu- 
sively occupied by Americans ; in that work especially, ‘‘ be not weary 
of well doing, for in due season you shall reap, if ye faint not.” 

As it respects the actual success of the gospel, I think things are as 
encouraging as they ever were. We receive from time to time highly 
pleasing accounts of the progress of the Redeemer’s kingdom in vari- 
ous parts of India. A native brother from Dinagepore, who was with 
us this week, informed us that eighteen persons had lately been bapti- 
zed there. At Dacca, Chittagong, Cutwa and Moorshedabad, there 
have been considerable additions of members to the churches. 

The publication of the word of God in the eastern languages has for 
the last four months, gone on slowly, owing to our not having been able 
to manufacture paper in a sufficient quantity; we have just finished 
erecting a steam engine to work our paper mill, and have every reason 
to hope that we shall not in future be impeded for want of that neces- 
sary article. Steam engines have been employed for many important 
purposes, but I suppose ours is the first ever expressly intended for the 
propagation of the gospel. 

There is a spirit for establishing schools among all classes of society in 
India, and the education of the natives is considered every day as gain- 
ing importance. I think the number of schools connected with our es- 
tablishment is about a hundred ; in all these schools sound knowledge 18 
inculcated, and sentences conveying valuable information in science, 
morals and religion, are written and committed to memory; this, 0/ 
course, must in time have its effects, and contribute to the downfal o! 
superstition, and the establishment of truth. 

We have laid the foundation of a college for the education of natives; 
especially with a view to the Christian ministry.

Extract of a Letter from Elder Azantan Hanks, to one of the Editors, dated 
Evucuiip, (Ohio) January 15, 1821. 

In April last I commenced preaching with the people in this place, 
and on the second Sabbath, there was a visible appearance of a work of 
grace on the hearts of many in the congregation. On the 27th I bapti- 
zed two persons, and with Elder Warner Goodale, gave fellowship to a 
church consisting of eleven members. From this period, the work 
spread into different parts of the town, and persons of almost every age 
were made partakers of its saving benefits. The aged, middle aged, 
youth, and children, were taught by the Holy Spirit to sing hosannas to 
the Son ef David. My time was chiefly taken up, In conversing, and 
praying, and visiting from house to house: the employment was truly 
interesting. It was affecting to see some, deeply impressed with a sense 
of their sins, and with apprehensions of deserved wrath, whilst others 
were rejoicing in hope of eternal life. 

For four months | preached from four to six sermons a week, and on 
Saturdays attended church meetings, to hear the experience of candi- 
dates. These meetings were greatly blessed, to the awakening of souls : 
here the aged christian, and the young convert, prayed, conversed and 
sang praises to God, with great freedom. Such foretastes of heavenly 
joy, are beyond description glorious. 

Our assemblies were large and solemn ; God appeared in the midst 
of his sanctuary, and carried on his glorious work. The number of 
hopeful converts is seventy. I have baptized forty-ezght, and numbers 
have been added to the Presbyterian and Methodist churches. The 
work is progressing, and we have a prospect of further additions. It 
is also spreading into the town of Chagrine. As far as I am able to 
judge, it has appeared remarkably free from enthusiasm. The Lord 
has blessed us with a number of able and candid brethren, who have 
hitherto been faithful in the cause.

Extract of a Letter to one of the Editors. 


Concorpn, N. H. Oct. 14, 1820. 
Rev. and dear Sir, 

In the directions which Moses gave the ancient people of God, just 
before he ascended Mount Nebo, to see the promised land, and die we 
find the following words : ‘‘ And thou shalt remember all the way which 
the Lord thy God hath led thee these forty years in the wilderness.” 
If it were profitable for Israel to reflect upon the leadings of divine 
Providence under the legal dispensation, surely it may be profitable for 
christians to reflect upon the wonders of divine grace under the gospel. 
Therefore you will permit me, briefly, to give you an account of the 
work of God in this vicinity. : 
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There has been for several years a few Baptist churches, scattered 
through this region, belonging to different associations. Two years ago, 
the Salisbury Association was formed, consisting of five churches, which 
number has since increased to thirteen ; three of these, however, were 
received immediately after the Association was organized. 

At the close of the first session, a divine unction seemed to descend 
and rest upon the servants of God, as a pledge of future blessings. This 
jeft a very favorable impression, especially upon the minds of the min- 
isters ; and as true benevolence always leads us to seek the good of oth- 
ers, it was soon found that a simultaneous impulse rested upon the 
minds of a number of individuals, in favor of some plan for the relief 
of such as were perishing for want of knowledge. This eventuated in 
the formation of the N. B. D. M. Society, which was organized in about 
eight months after the constitution of the above association. 

This society immediately commenced its operations, and for the time, 
has prospered far beyond the most sanguine expectations of its friends. 
It has now in its employment ten missionaries, with funds sufficient to 
meet their demands, when they shall have performed their several 
terms of service. ‘This, considering the extreme scarcity of money, 
has occasioned the Board proportionably to reduce the sum given, as a 
compensation for missionary services. Their successful exertions in 
the cause of missions, must gladden the hearts of those who pray for 
the peace of Jerusalem. 

This society is also aided by nine female auxiliary societies, who, not 
only move forward in this holy enterprise by ‘‘ laying their hands. to the 
spindle,” but generally join in the concert of prayer, to implore success 
from the God of missions. 

While the hand of the Lord has been evidently seen in leading on to 
the establishment of this association and missionary society, four Baptist 
churches, which about two years ago were not in existence, have been 
raised up in the neighborhood, containing over one hundred and thirty 
members. 

The first I would notice, is that in Pittsfield. Here a Baptist church 
has been established some years ago, but it lost its visibility by acting 
upon the open communion plan. After trying this untenable ground for 
some years without success, those who, after all, could be nothing but 
Baptists, ‘‘ being let go, went to their own company,” and were again 
organized as a regular Baptist church, with about the same number they 
had when they commenced, (more than fifteen years before) on the 
above named plan. 

In Concord a Baptist church was constituted two years ago, consist- 
ing of fifteen members. It was gradually increased to the number of 
thirty-three. ‘The spring past has been a pleasant spring to us. We 
have seven times been called to the water side to baptize. We have 
seen, from the man of grey hairs, people in the different stages of hie, 
down to the youth of thirteen years of age, cheerfully step in the water 
to be ‘“* buried with Christ by baptism ;’’ and some of them, when the 
yolling stream was bound in dreary winter’s chain. 

fn Goff's-‘Town another church was formed the last spring, consisting 
ef about thirty members. Sixteen more were soon baptized and added 
io them. ts number has since increased to more than sixty. This 
work took place under the labors of the Rev. John B. Gibson. 
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The next church I shall notice, is in Chester. During the summer 
of 1818, having occasion to pass through this town once a month. I 
proposed to give the few Baptist friends here a monthly lecture. They 
accepted the offer,—we were soon called to baptize a person who had 
entertained a hope for some years. While at the water-side, it pleased 
the Lord to awaken two or three young people, and a gradual work 
commenced. They engaged me to preach with them the following sum- 
mer, and I was frequently requested to administer baptism. In Decem- 
ber last a church was organized here, which now consists of twenty-two 
members. These things are encouraging, but while they afford matter 
of joy and gratitude ; 1 know there is danger of their kindling the un- 
hallowed fire of pride, a spark of which is in every human breast. O 
may the Lord keep us humble, and “ faithful, but prudent.’’ Then we 
need not fear, for we shall still prosper.

their behalf. Accordingly we set about it, and found more willing te 
cast in their mites than we at first expected. By the liberality of thirty- 
three females, we have made forty-one yards of flannel, for the use 0 
the Society, to aid the Indian School.— May your labors be crowned 
with abundant success, and the work of the Lord prosper in your hands; 
and may you ere long behold the tawny sons of the forest forsaking 
the scalping knife, the tomahawk, and the war whoop, to follow the

them become the heralds of the cross, to proclaim the glad tidings of

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MRS. RHODA FERRIS. 

The subject of the following Memoir, Mrs. RHODA FERRIS, was a 
daughter of Deacon James Purpy, of Plymouth, County of Chenango, 
and the wife of Elder Jonatuan Fenris, of Milo, county of Ontarvo, 
N. Y.--She was born in Stamford, Dutchess county, N. Y. and made 
a profession of religion in early life, and united with the Baptist 
Church in North Norwich, to which she was an ornament. Having 
waited all the days of her appointed time, she died in the fortieth 
year of herage. The following account of her sickness and death, ws 
taken from a letter written by her husband, to one of the Editors, dated 
February 9th, 1821. : 


‘* Dear BrorHer, : 

‘‘ Since I saw you, I have passed through scenes, the most trying 
and afilictive. The companion of my youth, after struggling with a 
long and tedious infirmity, left the shores of mortality on the 6th of 
September last. : 

‘‘ The long acquaintance you have had with her, supersedes the ne- 
cessity of my spending a moment’s time, in recommending the former 
part of her life; but, I think, it will be a pleasure to you, and her 
christian friends, and also a tribute I owe to her memory, that I should 
give some account of the manner in which she finished her course. 
In all her sickness she manifested much christian resignation and pa- 
tience ; and, as the time of her departure drew near, the grace of the 
Lord Jesus appeared to abound in her soul. About a week before her 
death, we thought she was dying, and expecting her speech would soon 
fail her, she desired her children might be called, that she might bid 
them a long and last farewell. This she performed with such fervency 
of desire for their welfare, that it surpassed the power of language to 
express. She also took leave of her neighbors, and acknowledged 
their friendship and kindness to her in her sickness. She at length re- 
vived ; but often called on her children, and required them to sing the 
‘“* Sick-bed Reflections.”? On the Sabbath morning before her death, 
she repeated a part of the first verse of the 103d Psulm—‘‘ Bless, O my 
soul, the living God,” §¢. I asked her, if I should sing the Psalm for 
her. She said, Yes. I sung the whole Psalm. She was enabled to 
triumph over death, and say, ‘‘ Come,welcome Death, the end of fears; 
Iam prepared to go.’’——After her speech had almost failed her, I re- 
peatedly asked her, If she realized a Divine support? If her hope 
remained unshaken in Christ? She answered, Yes. On Wednesday 
following, at three o’clock, A. M. she fell asleep in Jesus, and ex- 
changed time for eternity. 

‘* After being wedded to her about twenty-two years, death has dis- 
solved the connection, and left me with seven motherless children, 
and a large circle of relatives and friends to mourn under that be- 
reaving providence. ‘*I know, O Lord, that thy judgments are righi, 
and thon in faithfulness hast afflicted me.” 

‘Please to remember me in your prayers, that I may enjoy the 
peace of God, and see his blessings on my mourning family, in the 
midst of all our tribulations.
